effective July 1954. 

Candidates who have met all general require- 
ments and have had special training and experience 
which acceptable the Board special field 
pathologic anatomy clinical pathology may 
apply the Board for certification that special 
The Board, its discretion, may approve 
this application, and after the candidate has suc- 
cessfully passed prescribed examination has 
fulfilled certain special qualifications (see below 
Section D), will issue certificate designating the 
special field. 


General Qualifications: 


Satisfactory moral and ethical standing 
the profession. 

License practice medicine certificate 
the National Board Medical Ex- 
aminers. 

The applicant must devote his time pri- 
marily and principally the practice 
pathology the special field pathology 
which requesting certification. 


Professional Education: 


Graduation from medical school the 
United States approved the Council 
Medical Education and Hospitals 
the American Medical Association 
graduation from medical school 
other countries acceptable the Board. 


Special Training and Experience: 


The Board admits candidates examination 
special fields pathology who are other- 


wise eligible and who have had either 
the following types training: 

Applicants already holding certificate 
the Board clinical pathology the 
combined certificate pathologic an- 
atomy and clinical pathology (for qualifi- 
cation clinical chemistry, clinical 
microbiology and hematology), 
pathologic anatomy (for qualification 
neuropathology)—two additional years 
supervised training the special field 
their choice institutions approved 
the Council Medical Education 
and Hospitals the American Medical 
Association the Board. 

Applicants not holding certificate patho- 
logic anatomy clinical pathology—five 
years training the special field 
their choice, provided four the five 
years have been institutions approved 
the Council Medical Education 
and Hospitals the American Medical 
Association the Board.

FELLOWSHIPS ADMINISTERED RECOMMENDED 
NATIONAL ACADEMY SCIENCES-NATIONAL RESEARCH COUNCIL 


GENERAL INFORMATION. The National 
Academy Sciences-National Research Council 
offers series fellowships that provide special 


opportunities for advanced study and training 
fundamental research. The awards are intended 
for young men and women unusual promise and 
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ability the early stages preparation for 
investigative career, and not for those already pro- 
fessionally established. All 
ships are open citizens the United 
States who are years age under.* Citizens 
other countries are eligible for certain fellow- 
ships, noted the paragraphs describing the 
programs. With one all the awards 
described herein are postdoctoral. 

Selections and recommendations for the various 
awards are made appropriate committees and 
boards appointed the Academy-Research 
Council. 

Fellowship Activities. expected that the 
fellow will devote essentially his whole time re- 
search and training for research with the advice 
scientific adviser his selection the in- 
stitution where holds his fellowship. may not 
engage work for remuneration nor receive aid 
from another fellowship, scholarship similar 
award during the term appointment. as- 
sistantship, internship, residency other institu- 
tional appointment may not held concurrently 
with fellowship. The fellow may engage 
teaching, laboratory, clinical services within 
prescribed limits, only the Academy-Research 
Council, the fellow and his scientific adviser agree 
advance that the responsibilities and duties are 
clearly and primarily needed for the fellow’s 
education and development. 
selected the fellow must not dependent 
upon such service, nor may specific services 
required the fellow the donor agency the 
Academy-Research Council. 

Conditions Appointment. Application blanks 
may obtained from the Fellowship Office, 
National Academy Sciences-National Research 
Council, 2101 Constitution Avenue, N.W., Wash- 
ington 25, Applications for 1955-1956 must 
postmarked before Decemter, 10, 1954. 
Fellowships are awarded the late winter 
early spring. Among the awards listed the 
application blank, the candidate may indicate 
preferences. applicant can assured considera- 
tion more than two reviewing boards, although 
his application may referred other boards 
this appears advisable the interests the 
applicant.

BRITISH AMERICAN EXCHANGE POST-

Council. Three fellowships year are ordinarily 
available under this program.

Applicants must produce evi- 
dence training one the natural sciences 
equivalent that represented the Ph.D. 
Sc.D. degree and must have demonstrated superior 
ability for creative research. 

These fellowships are available any field 
pure science which the judgment the review- 
ing board may afford basis for subsequent re- 
search directly connected with the petroleum field. 
The term “petroleum field”, used herein, em- 
braces (1) exploration for, and the production, 
transportation and refining of, petroleum, petro- 
leum products and natural gas, and (2) the produc- 
tion and refining substitutes for petroluem and 
petroleum products from natural gas, coal, shale, 
tar sands and like materials. 

Every patent that results from work done during 
the tenure fellowship and that obtained 
individual institution acting the direction 
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behalf the recipient, shall dedicated 
the public, royalty free.
